To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Bishopthorpe 
Riirai,  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting^  for  your  consideration  my 
Report  for  the  year  1910  : — 

The  area  of  the  District  is  5,550  acres. 

rhe  population,  1,960. 

BIRTH-R.ATE. 

The  births  regfistered  are  45,  21  males  and  24  females.  Of 
these,  2 males  and  2 females  are  illeg’itimate.  Fhe  birth-rate  is 
22  8 per  1,000  of  the  population,  ag^ainst  20  9 for  1909.  The 
average  for  the  previous  ten  years  was  25  -5.  I'he  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1910  is  24  "8. 

DEA'I'H-RATE. 

The  deaths  registered  are  32,  15  males  and  17  females,  giving 
a death-rate  of  16  •3  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  average 
for  the  previous  ten  years  was  13  4.  Deducting  the  deaths  of 
non-residents  and  adding  the  deaths  of  residents  who  have  died 
in  Public  Institutions  outside  the  District,  we  get  a rate  of  15  '3. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1910  is  13  ’4. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  per  1,000  births  registered  is 
*9^'  against  166  in  1909.  For  England  and  Wales  the  rate  is 
106  per  1,000  births. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  -5.

CASIwS  RHPORTFD  UNDER  THh:  NOTIFICATION  OF 
INl-'EC'l'IOUS  DISEASES  ACT. 


Diphtheria,  6;  Scarlet  Fever,  14;  total,  20;  against  4 in  1909. 

Diph'I'Iieria  (6  cases). — All  of  these  occurred  in  the  village 
of  Copmanthorpe ; 5 in  March  and  i in  August.  They  were  all 
in  children,  and  1 of  them  was  fatal.  Four  of  them,  including 
the  fatal  ca.se,  occurred  in  one  house.  With  the  exception  of 
this  case,  in  which  death  occurred  before  the  patient  could  be 
removed,  all  were  taken  to  the  Fever  Flospital.  On  my  first 
visit  I found  that  the  condition  of  the  hou.se  and  surroundings  were 
so  insanitary  as  might  well  give  ri.se  to  an  epidemic  of  the  disease. 
Since  that  date  the  nuisances  have  been  abated.  One  of  the 
2 remaining  cases  had  been  in  contact  with  the  former  cases.  In 
the  sixth  case,  which  CK'curred  on  .August  3th,  the  disease  was 
mild  in  character,  and  no  apparent  cause  for  it  was  traced. 

vSc.xRLET  I'KVRR  (14  cases). — With  the  exception  of  3,  all  the 
cases  occurred  at  Dringhouses.  The  h'ever  was,  on  the  whole, 
of  a mild  type  and  there  was  no  death.  I'hirteen  out  of  the  14 
were  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital. 


It  was  my  duty  to  report,  on  June  29th,  to  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  on  an  outbreak  of  Scarlet  l-'cver  at  Dringhouses. 
'I  he  Report  was  to  the  following  effect  On  March  15th  a boy, 
aged  9,  was  notilied  from  ib,  Northlield  'I'errace,  to  be  suffering 
from  Scarlet  Fever.  He  was  attending  the  \illage  school  up  to 
the  time  of  his  illness.  He  was  at  once  removed  to  the  .\comb 
Isolation  Hospital,  and  the  house,  bedding,  etc.,  thoroughly 
stoved  and  disinfected.  There  was  no  traceable  cause  of  the 
outbreak  other  than  that  a child,  a year  before,  had  suffered  from 
Scarlet  Fever  in  the  same  house.  A few  days  later  another  ca.se 
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occurred  on  Dringhouses  Moor;  this  child  also  was  attending 
school.  On  the  i8th  of  April,  and  on  the  4th  and  9th  of  May, 
further  cases  were  notified — all  attending  sch(X)l  up  to  the  time 
of  illness.  I advised,  after  consultation  with  the  Chairman  oi 
the  District  CouiK'il,  that  the  school  should  be  closed  for  a month. 
This  was  done,  and  the  school  thoroughly  disinfected.  Shortl} 
after  its  being  re-opened,  3 further  cases  were  notified — the  last 
being  on  May  17th.  Much  to  my  surprise  there  were  no  further 
cases.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  outbreak,  8 cases  in  all  were 
notified,  occurring  in  different  houses,  all  attending  school,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  i,  where  i.solation  was  efficient,  all  ha\ing 
been  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital  as  quickly  as  possible.  The 
cases,  on  the  whole,  were  mild  in  ( harac'ter  and  there  was  no 
death.  .\11  the  houses  were  thoroughly  sto\ed  and  disinfected, 
and  your  Inspector  and  I visited  all  cases  exciting  suspicion  b\ 
absence  from  school,  the  names  of  these  ha\  ing  been  kindly  given 
us,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  schoolmaster. 

Prior  to  the  ca.ses  of  Scarlet  Fever  referred  to  in  the  Special 
Report,  2 cases  occurred  at  a house  in  Bishopthorpe,  and  i at 
.Vskham  Richard.  In  both  instances  the  history  showed  the 
Fever  had  in  all  probability  been  imported.  Subsequent  to  the 
cases  in  the  Report,  3 further  cases  occurred  in  separate  houses 
at  Dringhouses,  apparently  connected  with  those  of  the  outbreak- 
reported. 

THF  W.Vl'FR  SUPPLY  Ok’  THF  DISTRICT. 

I am  happy  to  say  that,  at  Copmanthorpe,  during  the  year, 
a supply  of  water  has  been  laid  by  the  ^'ork  Waterworks 
Company  to  that  village,  and  that  already  nearly  all  the 
inhabitants  have  availed  themselves  of  it.  .\caster  .Malbis  is 
now  the  only  village  in  the  District  which  does  not  derive  its 
water  Irom  a public  supply.  Recent  analyses  of  water  from  the 
wells  in  .Veaster  Malbis  show  the  need  for  such  a supply. 

PUBLIC  SC.WFNGIXG. 

I’he  Council  have  wisely  decided  to  adopt  Public  .Scavengin  ;■ 
for  Dringhouses.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  privies  and  ashpit  ^ 
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in  the  other  villaj^'os  will  receive  the  attention  of  the  public 
scavenf^er.  It  would  certainly  be  to  the  advantaj^e  of  the  public 
health  if  that  were  the  c'ase. 

COWSHbDS,  DAIRlhiS,  &c. 

The  cowsheds  in  the  District  are,  on  the  whole,  in  a satis- 
factory condition,  but  certain  improvements  in  regfard  to  some 
mig-ht  be  made  with  advantage. 

hACTORIKS  A.\D  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

The  two  factories  in  the  District  are  in  a satisfactory  con- 
dition, and  have  been  duly  inspected. 

RHARINO  Ob'  INFAX'IS. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  still  much  too  high,  being  198 
per  I, OCX)  births  registered,  as  compared  with  106  for  the  whole 
of  Kngland  and  Wales.  Dr.  Kaye’s  pamphlet  on  the  rearing  of 
infants  should  c'ertainly  be  redistributed,  as  its  instruction,  if 
carefully  followed  out,  would  undoubtedly  tend  to  lower  this  high 
mortality. 


THE  EDUCATION  ACT. 

'I'he  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  has  been 
systematically  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  specially  appointed 
by  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  and  a general  improvement 
is  notic'eable  in  the  appearance  of  the  children. 

PRE\ENTIOX  OE  COXSUMPTIOX. 

The  voluntary  notification  of  Phthisis  has  been  decided  upon 
by  the  Council.  Permission  has  likewise  been  given  bv  the  Council 
to  your  Medical  Ollicer  of  Health  to  (-all  in  the  services  of  a 
X’eterinary  Surgeon  in  suspec'ted  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  milk 
(ows  and  in  cattle  intended  for  human  consumption. 

DIPHTHh:Rl.\  ANTITOXIN. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  supplying  Diphtheria 
•Antitoxin  free  to  medic'al  men  attending  ('ases  in  the  District

During'  t'ne  pa.st  year  4 new  hou.se.*^:  have  i)een  built  at  Bi.shop- 
thorpe ; 2 eottagc.s  and  a private  laundr}  ha\e  I)een  built  at 
Middlethorpe ; 3 new  vilhus  have  been  built  at  Dringhouse.s ; and 
2 new  hou.se.s  have  been  built  at  Copmanthorpe. 

■At  Dring'houses.  3 new  hou.ses  have  been  eonnec-ted  with 
the  .sewer;  also  a new  cottage  and  a pri\ate  laundry,  built  at 
Middlethorpe  T.odge,  have  been  drained  into  the  sewers. 

The  York  water  mains  are  now  laid  to  Copmanthorpe,  and 
since  September,  57  houses  have  had  water  laid  on  ; in  47  houses 
the  water  has  been  laid  direct  into  each  house;  thi-  other  10  ha\c 
stand  pipes;  in  4 houses,  hot  and  ('old  water  is  now  laid  on  and 
baths  fixed.  'I'here  are  10  houses  in  the  \ illage  which  have  not 
got  the  ^'ork  water,  liesidc's  the  Railway  cottages.
